BRITISH ELECTIONS. 


Struggle for Supremacy Between Lib- 
- erals and Tories. . 


THE FORMER HOPEFUL OF A GOOD 
WORKING MAJORITY. 


- 


Gladstone Upholding the Standard in the 
North—Balfour Criticises the Grand 
Old Man-German Anarchists Sen- 
tenced-—Cholera in Paris Suburbs— 
Spanish Riots—Briet Cablegrams. 


‘Lorpow, July 5.—Mr. Balfour made three 
Speeches in Manchester yesterday. In crit- 
icising the utterances of Mr. Gladstone, he 
said Mr. Gladstone had said he saw no objec- 
tion to the Linton-Simms negotiations. 
Mr. Gladstone himself, when in office, was in 
close diplomatic correspondence with the 
Pope, to whom was communicated the views 
of the English Uabinet on every sortof aques- 
tion, civil and religious. Mr. Balfour 
charged Mr, Gladstone with distorting his- 
tory when he compared home rule to the 
star of promise. ‘*Home rule,’’ he said, 
‘*was really like a gaseous meteor, destined 
to vanish after a brief but brilliant flour- 
ish.’’ 

Mr. Gladstone delivered an election address 
ata meeting held in Stow, Edinburghshire, 
yesterday. He declared that when in 1879 he 
anticipated a victory in the then coming elec- 
tion his anticipation was more than realized. 
He believed that the same thing was bound to 
happen now. Parliament would never be 
able to attend tothe business of the country 
until the Irish question was settled. The 
Liberals would have to repair all the present 
Government’s work. Mr. Gladstone also at- 
tended ameetingin Gorebridge, and again 
delivered one of his forcible and character- 


istic addresses, emphasizing the necessity 


for a thorough reform of the _ § land 
laws. He said the demand for an eight-hour 
day was premature, but the demand of the 
miners for an eight-hour day was more hope- 
ful, because if the men were practically 
unanimous .on the question, wtio employer’s 
objections should prevent them from attain- 
ing the end which they sought. Wherea 
district was unanimous in favor of the es- 
tablishment of a working day of eight hours 
he believed the local opinion should prevail, 
although he was not confident of the success 
of the movement. 

The Daily News (Liberal), commenting on 
the elections, says: ‘‘The question now is 
not whether we shall win but by bow many 
seats.’”’ 

The Chronicle says: ‘‘ We note a beacon light 
in the election. The eight-hour question has 
claimed its first victim in Henry Broadhurst, 
who owes his defeat, not to home rule, but to 
the miners’ vote. Mr. Dllingworth almost 
succumbed.to the same fate, Mr. Tollett hav- 
ing reduced his majority to the vanishing 
point. Other striking features are a marked 
sign of a decisive swing of the pendulum in 
Scotiand and Gladstonian borough gains, 
formerly Mr. Gladstone’s weakest spot. - In 
conversation recently Mr. Gladstone said he 
was ofthe opinion that the Liberals would 
geta majority of 100, inclusive of the Irish 
seats. He added: ‘The majority may exceed 
a hundred, but not much, 1 think.’ ’’ 

The Standard says: ‘‘The Liberal gains do 
not justify any complacency on the part of 
the candid home ruler. Unless they do much 
better during the week they will be inthe 
minority. Onthe other handthe detallis of 
the election are full of encouragement for the 
Unionists. Nowhere has there been a humil- 
iating reversal. Above all the survival of 
the dissident Liberals in undiminished 
strength must be gratifying to the people 
who treated them as doomed to extinction.’’ 

The Timessays: ‘*‘Yesterday’s polls were 
tolerably heavy and the fight tis going to be 
an unugually hard one. A potent caase of 
the diSparity of the gains of the two parties 
yesterday is found in the factthata large 
proportion of the contests were in small bor- 
oughs, where the local personal influences 
tend to overbear the larger motives of public 
policy. The sweeping of the country antici- 
pated by Mr. Gladstone has not yet mani- 
fested itself. The main issues hang upon the 
exertions of the Unionists in the next few 
days. Every lingering jealousy between 
the two wings of the Unionist party must be 
guenched.’’ 

An interview was had to-day with Mr. J. 
Keir Hardie, the Labor canaidate, who was 
elected yesterday in the south division of 
Westham, defeating Mr. J. Leicester, Lib- 
eral, and Maj. F. B. Banes, Conservative. 
The latter represented the division in the 
last Parliament. Mr. Keir Hardie admitted 
that his election wasatriumph for radical- 
ismand thatitalso showed to some extent 
that workingmen were tired of the ‘‘grand 
old man’’ and the ‘‘grand old umbrella’’ and 
cries of that sort. Mr. Hardie added: ‘‘I 
hope we shall soon see the beginning ofa 
new independent labor party that will be 
able to attract new radicals who 
have shaken themselves free from lafssez 
faire liberalism. The victory will rever- 
berate in other constituencies where 
the workingmen’s vote is overwhelmingly 
strong. Ifavor the Newcastle programme 
with a single’ exception, leasehold enfran- 
chisement, which I will oppose, but the New- 
castle programme is only a means to an end, 
andifany attempt is made to shirk ee 
questions we shalluse every possible seins 
to put them tothe front, irréspective of the 
party’s conference.’’ 

Mr. Har@ie, in describing his views, said he 
Intended to present the question of an etght- 
hour day, land, the unemployed and the es- 
tablishment of municipal workshops. 

Immediately upon the announcement of the 

victory ofthe Hon. Sidney Herbert, Conser- 
vative candidate in the Croyden district, a 
well known radical named Jordan went to his 
shop and committed suicide by hanging him-

BERLIN BUDGET. 


DISLOYALTY CHARGED AGAINST BISMARCK— 
ANARCHISTS SENTENCED. 


BERLIN, July 5.—The North German Gazette 
Geclines to follow Harlmeyer’s Hamburger 
Nachrichten into the field of personal abuse. 
The fact that Prince Bismarck affects to ig- 
nore the official inspiration of the Gazette 
articles is hela to prove that Prince Bismarck 
expresses the hope that the affair is now 
ended. A Kissengen telegram to the WNeuste 
Nachrichten of \unich asserts that Prince 
Bismarck regards the prospect of a 
trial with a good conscience. The Neuste 
Nachrichten says that Prince Bismarck will 
publish an answer to the North German 
Gazette’s articles in the Hamburger Nachrichten. 
An article in the Wochenblatt, the authorship 
of which is ascribed to Herr Helldorf, con- 
demns Prince Bismarck for his alleged disloy- 
aity to the Emperor and King. 

The whole German pressis displaying irri- 
tation at the action of the French govern- 
ment in determining to hold an inter- 
national exhibition in 1900, thus greatly 
interfering with the proposed Berlin exhibi- 
tion. The Vossische Zeitung strongly blames 
Chancellor Von Caprivi for the timidity 
which it alleges he has displayeainthe mat- 
ter. 

A number of Anarchists tried by the imper- 
ial tribunal of Leipsic for high treason, in 
having distributed circulars and sheets 
among soldiers, were sentenced yesterday. 
Hoever was sentenced to five years and three 
months at hard labor. Caminand Rennen- 
thal each to six years and six months penal 
servitude, Ruff to five years and six months 
of the same punishment, and Weiner to four 
years’ imprisonment. Dibbstein was ac- 
quitted. ; 

In reply to a protest from the German 
Government against the reduction of the in- 
terest on the Portuguese exterior debt, the 
Portuguese Government expresses the most 
sincere regret at being compelled to take 
action in. regard to the debt of which 
Germany complains and declares that it was 
imperative. It further explained that 
Portugal cannot give guarantee for the full 
payment of her creditors now, as such steps 
would in a short time compel her to entirely 
suspend the payment of the debt. 

The trialof the Jewish butcher Buschoff, 
charged with the murder at Xanten in June, 
1891, of a Christian named Hergman, 
was’ opened at Cleves. There are 
ninety - nine witnesses for the 
prosecution, but only eighteen 
for the defense. Buschoff pleaded not gullty, 
andthenthe President ofthe court pointed 
outto the jury thatthe sole motive for the 
crime mentioned inthe indictment was the 
desire ofthe accused forrevenge because of 
damage dons to Jewish gravestones. This 
has aroused much bitter feeling. Herg- 
man’s body was found in a stable, and the 
discovery caused intense excitement. Bus- 
choff was suspected of the crime by certain 
zealous anti-Semitics, who declared that he 
had murdered the boy in order that his blood 
might be used upon the observance of Jewish 
rites. Buschoff was arrested months ago for 
the murder of Hergman, but was subse- 
quently released, owing to lack of evidence, 
Anti-Semitic agitation increased, however, 
to such a degree that the authorities finaliy 
had Buschoff rearrested. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


CHOLERA IN THE RARIS SUBURBS—RIOTS IN 
MADRID—BRIEFS. 

Paris, July 5.—Fresh deaths from cholera 
have occurred inthe suburbs. Dr. German 
Zee describes the cqndition of the barracks of 
Paris as scandalous. He says they are perfect 
hot-beds of infecticn and that some of them 
have not been cleaned, whitewashed or re- 
paired in a century. 

Dr. Proust in areportto the board of pub- 
lic health on cholera in the Caucasus, says 
the greatest vigilance will be necessary if 
the cholera spreads to the shores of the 
Black Sea, as there is every prospect of the 
present epidemic following the course the 
disease took in 1831 and 1847 

A &8t.Petersburg correspondent says :‘‘Chol- 
era appears to be advancing toward Moscow. 
Itis privately reported that the disease has 
appeared on the other side of the Volga in 
Samara. The mortality is increasing in 
Baku and the suburbs.’’ 


RIOTS IN MADRID. 

MADRID, July 5.—A mob yesterday demanda- 
ed that the Mayor should liberate the many 
 ersons arrested for rioting Saturday, on ac- 
count of the imposition ofnew taxes on re- 
tallers, or try them forthwith. The Mayor re- 
fusing some of the rioters stormed the bar- 
racks, attempting to prevent the exit of the 
civil guards, while others stormed the resi- 
dences of various municipal officials and 
threatenea to fire them. The troops were 
sent from Togron to quell the riots. During 
the day the Mayor resigned his office. 

A riotous mob taday tried to force the 
prison at Calaho , in Old Castle, with the 
object of rescuing the convictsthere con- 
fined. The prison authorities and several 
regiments of cavalry and Infantry were or- 
dered tothe prison. Martial law has been 
declared in the town. 


THE FOURTH IN CHILI. 

VALPARAISO, July 5.—The Fourth. was cele- 
brated by the American colony at Santiago. 
A ball was given. at-which there was a large 
attendance. Several prominent Chilians were 
present. Neither Minister Egan nor Consul 
McCreery was invited. 

At Buenos Ayres the day was also commem- 
orated bya creat gathering on board the 
United States steamer Bennington. The 
Argentine officials and United States Minister 
Pitkin were present. 


A MINE HORROR RECALLED. 

PRAGUE, July 5.—The miners who are found 
guilty of having caused the frightful explo- 
sion inthe Breckenbridge silver mine, near 
Przibram, by which over 300 miners lost their 
lives, have beensentenced. Kriz, whothrew 
the burning lamp wick which ignited the 
gases, was sentenced to three years’ impris- 
onment. . Kabedee was sentenced to prison 
fortwo years, whNe Havelka, who made a 
confession to the authorities, got off with 
eighteen months’ imprisonment. 


BRIEF CABLEGRAMS. 

As William O’Brien was returning from a 
political meeting at Cora yesterday he was 
struck on the head by a stone and knocked 
off the jaunting-car in which he was riding. 
His wound bled freely.

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MONSIEUR DE PARIS 


Called on to Officiate for a Murderer and 
Thief. 


HIS VICTIM’S RECORD OF VILLAINY 
RARELY SURPASSED, 


Triple Tragedy in Texas—Double Murder 
in South Dakota—A Lynching Proba- 
ble—Eilled in a Brawl—An Escaped 
Convict Run Down by Bloodhounds— 
Crime Record. 


PARIS, July 5.—The man known as Matthias 
Habelt, who was convicted recently at the 
Drotte Assizes at Valence of the murder of 
Father Ildefonse, the procurator of the 
Trappist monastry at Aiquebello and who 
afterwards robbed the monastry, was to-day 
executed at Valence by the guillotine. M. 
Deibler (Monsieur de Paris) was the execu- 
tioner. The next person who will be handed 
over to Deibler for execution will be Rava- 
chol, the anarchist murderer and thief. 

The man executed to-day had had 4a re- 
markable course. He said his name was not 
Habelt, but he refused to disclose his iden- 
tity. Hewas admitted to the monastry at 
Aiquebelio as a lay brother on the recommen- 
dation of a Dominican, whom he had de- 
ceived by his hypocrisy. After his arrest for 
the murder of the procurator the police 
learned that he had been sentenced under 
various names in Switzerland, Italy, Ger- 
many and Bohemia, in all of which places he 
had sought admission to monastries in order 
torobthem. In 1871 he was a novice at the 
Charteruse Convent of Bosserville, near May- 
ence, and a few months later he joined 
the Seventy-fourth Prussian Infantry 
at Hanover. He deserted in 1872, taking with 
him the money of the mess. He was sen- 
tenced to six months’ inprisonment with 
military degradation. In 1874 he escaped 
from the fortress of Mayence into Luxemburg 
where he was employed four years as a shoe- 
maker. In1879 he joined the Lazarist organi- 
zation in Paris, but disappeared the follow- 
ing year. Atthe end of 1881, after being in 
the service of Count Von Spee at Aix-La- 
Chapelle, he entered the Trappist Conventat 
Mariastern, near Banjaluka, where he 
passed himself off as the illegitimate 
sop of Count Von Spee. In 1882 he 
disappeared, after committing a robbery. 
He next turned upin 1885, near Lucerne, in 
the character of a hermit and succeeded in 
defrauding some credulous pxople, who 
looked upon him as a saint. He then ap- 
peared at Alsace under the name of Count 
Yon. Spee, his former master. He lived in 
grand style, which eventually ended in his 
being sentenced to six months’ imprison- 
ment. On the expiration of his sentence he 
returned to France, enlisted in the 
Foreign Legion, but obtained his release 
in 1886 on account of alleged illness. 
Nothing more was heard of him until 1887, 
when he joined the Trappists at Chambaru. 
In Lorraine, passing himself off as the son of 
Vount Von Spee, he was expelled for bad con- 
duct, and was next found living in Lentz, un- 
der the name of Hubime, whose papers he 
had stolen, and afterward with Dominicans 
at Dusselldorf, where he was sentenced to 
two years’ imprisonment fortheft. On his 
return, as above mentioned, he entered the 
Oonvent of Aiguebello. The evidence against 
him was overwhelming. 

Father Ildefonse, who was the most regu- 
larin his attendance at church, was missed 
atthe vesper serviee and again at matins. 
Fearing he was illone ofthe monks went to 
his room where he found the procurator lying 
dead in a pool of blood, with a crucifix in his 
hand. The drawers containing the funds of 
the monastery had been rified and Habelt 
was missing. The next day he was discov- 
ered at Plerette, where he went to be shaved 
and purchased secular clothes. He confessed 
his crime and the money was found on him, 


TREED THEIR GAME, 


FIRED INTO A BRUTAL WNEGRO’S 
BODY. 


BIRMINGHAM, Ala., July 5.—News was re- 
ceived in this city yesterday of the attempted 
outrage of two women near Jasper, some 
thirty miles from here, by anegro. Sunday 
morning the negro was passingalong the 
roadiby the house of Brickwells, afew miles 
front Jasper. Miss Brickwell, a young 


woman, was inthe lane nearthe house. The 
negro caught her by the arm, but her 
screams caused him torun off, andshe ran 
into the house. A few hours afterward 
the negro crossed the flela of Mr. Wm. 
Killgore.- Mrs.  Killgore was gather- 
ing berries not far trom the house. The 
negro caught her. She screamed so loudly 
that it brought her husband, who was at the 
house, to herassistance. The negro became 
frightened and ran away. The husband fol- 
lowed him to.Black Warrior creek and fired 
several shots at him. With the assistance of 
dogs the chase was continued, and yesterday 
morning at an early hour the negro was 
foundin atree. There was no less than two 
huncred men and numerous dogs on his trail. 
As soon as discovered volley after volley was 
poured into him, tearing his body to pieces. 
The negro’s name is not known.

A RATTLESNAKE AS A WEAPON, 


THE VENOMOUS REPTILE USED IN A GENERAL 
FIGHT. ? 


PINE Buiourr, Ark. July 5.—A novel snake 
affair occurred this morning. A man named 
J. R. De Garmo, who lives below the city 
some thirty miles, arrived in town last night 
andthis morning went to several saloons 


to sell a rattlesnake as a curiosity. The 
snake and five large rats were in his valise. 
Nobody would buy the snake and this en- 
raged De Garmo, who insulted several men 
in the Metropolitan Hotel, A general fight 
ensued, DeGarmo in the meantime opened 
his valise, seized the snake and threw itata 
man named Robert Watkins and the snake 
bit him. Inthe meantimethe fight went on 
until the arrival of thd police, who assisted 
De Garmo. Somebody in the meantime killed 
the snake,and De Garmo was lodged in jall, 
and Watkins was tanked up full of whisky 
and removed to his home, where it Is said he 
is ina dangerous condition. Never before In 
this place was there ever such a case, and 
much merriment is being had notwithstand- 
ing the seriousness of the affair.

DOUBLE MURDER IN SOUTH DAKOTA—LYNCH-

Her husband took up 
the quarrel andinthe fight which followed 
he was stabbed in the abdomen so badly that 
he died in two hours. The fatal wound is 
oe as to have been inflicted by one Joseph 
ulland.

CHOLERA SCOURGE, 


Russian Officials Unable to Cope With thé 
Disease. 


St. PETERSBURG, July 6.—Reports from 
Elizabethport and Erivin and other cholera 
infested towns inthe Caucasus all testify to 
the incapacity of the authorities to cope with 
the situation and tothe filthy condition of 
the town. The food used is described as in- 
jurious, while the non-existence of any sys- 
tem of drainage is deplored. Saratoff is 
apparently the only threatened Russian town 
where efficient preventive measures have 
been taken. The risk of contagion in Astra- 
khen is greatly increased by the inhabitants 
eating putrid fish, which constitute their 
habitual food, It is rumored that the cholera 
has appeared in Romanoff and the medical 
department has ieceived Cisquieting news 
from Rybinsk. 

The Russian steam navigation and the Aus- 
trian Lloyds have withdrawn their steamers, 
which have been plying in the Batoum route, 
on account of the cholera epidemic. Only 
four doctors at Baku have volunteered to at- 
tend the patients in the cholera hospitals. 
The other doctors only assist in the work 
when they arecompelled to give their ser- 
vices by the very strict rules to that effect, 
which the government hasissuei1. The hos- 
pitals in Baku. are entirely inadequate 
for the heavy, demands which are 
being made on them, and medicines 
and disinfectants are only to be obtained by 
the payment of exorbitant prices. The 
municipal authorities have commenced the 
work of disinfecting the streets of the town 
by sprinkling large quantities of petroleum 
in each thoroughfare. The inhabitants of 
Baku complain that a temporary. hospital for 
the reception of cholera patients has been in 
the most populous district of the town. The 
officials of the Trans-Caucasian railway have 
decided to construct temporary hospitals at 
seven ofthe stations near Baku and Tifils, 
Pending the construction of these hospitals, 
patients will be lodged in disused railway 
carriages. 

Noboily from the cholera-infected districts 
is allowed to approach any trains, and the 
Russian frontier has been closed against 
Russian goods coming by way of Ouzamanda, 
with the exception of cotton, which has been 
subjected toa month’s quarantine. All per- 
sons traveling are also compelled to undergo 
quarantine. The Tiflis police have received 


rivals from the suspected districts. 

Official advices from Saratov, capital of the 
Russian Government of that name, state that 
within the past few days twenty new cases of 
cholera have been reported there, and that 
in the same time eight deaths from the dis- 
ease have occurred. Only one of the persons 
attacked had been known to have had any 
communication with places where the dis- 
ease existed or with persons suffering from 
it. The disease is spreading at Astrakhan. 
On Sunday there were nineteen cases in the 
town and forty-five in the Rhodesta,

DASHED TO DEATH. 


Fatal Balloon Ascension From Boston 
Commons. 


THE AIR-SHIP COLLAPSED AND FELL 


INTO THE BAY. 


—— | 


Story of Delos E. Goldsmith, the Only 
Survivor—Fourth of July Accidents— 
Three Fatal Accidents In New York— 
-Four Deaths at Kansas Oity~Three 
Brothers Drowned. 


Boston, Mass., July 5.—Delos E. Gold- 
smith, only survivorof the balloon accident 
yesterday, told the story of the trip as he lay 
on a cot in the hospital last night. He said: 

‘*When the balloon rose in the air the sun 
was declining and the scene from the car was 
beautiful. We all anticipated an enjoyable 
trip. At first it seemed as if the balloon 
would take a westerly course, but a strong 
wind from the west suddenly arose and 
swept it toward South Boston. It was soon 
evident that we were heading for the barbor. 
It was then that Prof. Rogers said 
we would land on Thompson’s Island. 
To fail of this we all knew meant 
to be carried tosea. The professor seemed 
to realize this, as he became a trifie nervous. 
He pulled the escape valve cord, but the cord 
refused to work. It was then a question of 
life or death. Again and again he pulled. 
For a moment fhe huge mass shook and quiv- 
ered. Soon our position became uncomfort- 
able because of the oder of gas. To mitigate 
this the hold on the cord wasrelaxe*. To 
our amazement the valve refused to close. 
Prof. Rogers kept his hold ontherope. Sud- 
denly a noise overhead caused us ook up. 
There was a small rent in the bal- 
loon, which, as the gas escaped, 
increased to a yard. At first slowly 
and then like an arrow the Dalloon descended. 
In this awful descent it occurred to me that 
two carrier pigeons were in the bottom of 
the car. Withone wrench I pulled the cover 
from the cage and they werefree. Amoment 
later we struck the water. It seemed as if I 
went ten feet below the surface. I knew we 
would haveto swim, and before we struck 
the water I had thrown my coataway. I had 
not time to remove my shoes, but while in 
the water I lay on my back and removed them. 
Then I became tangled up in the netting. 
When we came. up I! wiggled free and jumped 
out of the basket. The land seemed far away 
though Iam told ft was only five hundred 
yards. All this time I heard Prof. Rogers be- 
hind me and supposed he was “swimming for 
the shore. I felt sick at the stomach as I 
swam from theeffects of breathing the gas, 
andifI had not been picked up quickly I 
would have soon given out. Whether Prof. 
Rogers died from the effects of the gas or 
from his fall I don’t know. He was near me 
all the time until he sank in my wake. 

Goldsmith is 24 years of age. Heisfond of 
athletics and is anexpert yachtsman and 
swimmer. He is suffering severely from 
nervous shock, but will be able probably 
to leavethe hospital to-day. Thomas Fen- 
ton, a gas-fitter, the professor’s assistant, 
wasthe other yictim.

Thousands of Them in Conference—Unique 
Exercises. 


CHEYENNE AGENCY, 8.D., July 5.—Sunday 
the great Catholic Sioux Congress opened 
with an attendance, an enthusiasm and a 
patriotism seldom excelled in civilized com- 
munities where raliways make assembiles 
easy and the benefits of our social system in- 
spire enthusiastic loyalty, 6,000 Sioux Indians 
coming overland in wagons in distances 


varying from sixty to six hundred miles. 
They are camped intwo great camps above 
and below the agency and within amile of 
it. Primarily the congress is convoked by 
Bishop Marty to dedicate the new church and 
mission house erected here by § “Miss 
Frances Drexel of Philadelphia, and incl- 
dentally to celebrate the renewal of cordial 
relations between the Catholic Church and 
Indian Bureau, as well as to consult as to 
agricultural methods in which the Catholic 
Indians are taking a great interest. This 
congress has 3,500 representatives. Their 
agent, Lillibridge, was installed Saturday, 
and the entire Cheyenne contingent came in 
to welcome him and receive a salutatory 
ration issue from his hands, The 
Catholics are encamped in. their tepees 
just below the ayency, the  Protest- 
ants about the Episcopal mission just above, 
Sunday’s exercises consisted of the dedica- 
tion the new churches, at whicn Bishop 
Ma officiated, and was assisted by. five 
priests. A wedding and a baptism ameng 
the C olics and communion and confirma- 
tion services atthe Episcopal mission were 
the events of Monday. 

All the famous fellows are here, Grass and 
Gall, Little White Bull, Judge Swan, Hump, 
Chaska, Campbell, Cora Belle and the 
babies. The pow wow will continue 
to-day and _ possibl longer. The day 
order is excellent and the 200 Indian police 
and the company of Third Infantry had noth- 
ingtodo until evening, when. a quantity of

four or five rows around the great outer 
circle were ww 2,000 Indians seated fiat 
upon the ground, many old warriors among 
the number among them fighters. 
Bishop Marty called Louis Lecomte, President 
of the St, Joseph Society of Cheyenne Agency, 
toachair beside him. Lecomte made a soul- 
stirring speech of welcome and congratula- 
tion to the visitors. Iron Feather of Devil’s 
Lake called on all as soldiers of the cross to 
help each other. William NHasley of 
Standing Rock hoped (for the time 
when all would become civilized and useful 
citizens of the United States. Father Jerome 
delivered an eloquent address in the Dakota 
language. Iron Feather of Devil’s Lake, ina 
neat little speech, introduced resolutions de- 
claring that as the name of Christopher 
Columbus meant Christ Bearer, his 
discovery of America brought the knowledge 
of Christ to half the world, that the Indians 
of all Americas should be most thankful to 
God for the gospel of HisSon.

HER STORY DOUBTED 


——— 


Sarah Sharpe, Colored, Dangerously 
Wounded in the Abdomen. 


— 


CLAIMS THE INJURY WAS SELF- 
INFLICTED AND ACCIDENTAL. 


SHE 


The Police Arrest Her Hueband, Joseph 
Sharpe, on Suspicion of Doing the 
Shooting—Her Recovery Doubtful— 
Difficult Operation Performed on 
Henry Armstrong. 


Sarah Sharpe,a mulatto woman about 25 
years old and weighing over 200 pounds was 
sent to the City l'!ospital about 11:30 o’clock 
last night suffering from a gunshot wound in 
the abdomen, She said that she had been 
celebrating the Fourth by firing a revolver in 
her back yard at 804 High street. The cylinder 
suddenly refused to revolve and while she 
was trying to remove the cylinder rod, she 
says, she accidentally pulled the trigger and 
shot herself. 

The police doubted the woman’s story and 
arrested her husband, Joseph Sharpe, on 


suspicion. HNedeniedthat he had anything 
to. do with her injuries, but neighbors 
stated that the shooting occurred 
shortly after he entered the 
house. The police found in a cupboard the 
88-calibre revolver with which she claims 
that she accidentally shot herself, 
and found in Sharpe’s pocket 
a box ofcartridges. This they took as cir- 
cumstantial evidence against her story that 
she shot herself. Sharp was lodged In the 
Third District Station by Officers ‘ioran and 
Gaffney to await further developments. 

At the hospital the woman wastaken to the 
operating room, where, upon examination, 
it was found necessary to perform the opera - 
tion of laparotomy in wrder to view the in- 
testines. An incision eight inches long was 
made down the abdomen through the wound 
and the intestines were laid bare. tt was found 
that the bullet had plerced the abdominal 
cavity and had severed an intestine in two 
places. From the severed parts issued a 
“reat quantity of greencorn. This with the 
blood was washed with an antiseptic solution 
and the intestines were then untted with cat- 
gut. The wound in the abdomen was also 
sewed upandthe woman puttobed. Since 
then she has been doing nicely and may re- 
cover. The physiciansare greatly elated in 
re apparent success of this difficult opera- 

tion, 


Henry Armstrone’s Thick Skull. 


A very difficult operation was performed at 
the City Hospital this morning on Henry 
Armstrong, a 19-year-old eolored boy living 
at 318 Poplar street, who was perhaps fatally 
stabbed yesterday afternoon about 4 o’clock 
at Second and Almond streets by another ne- 
gro, Henry Carter, living at 216 Almond 
Street. Both men are employed at Drum- 
mond’s tobacco factory, and have quarreled 
about a woman continually for about a year. 


Yesterday they met and renewed the old 
trouble, Carter picked up a brickand hit 
Armstrong on the left side of the head, in- 
fiicting a compound fracture of the jaw and 
nearly driving the eye from its socket. VCar- 
ter then drew a knife with a blade 4 inches 
long and drove it tothe hilt in Armstrong’s 
skull, back ofand above the rightear. He 
tried to withdraw the weapon, but could 
not do so. Then heranaway. Armstrong, 
still conscious, with the knife sticking in his 
head, walked ‘around until he found Officers 
McKeon ani! Konitz, who sent him to the Dis- 
pensary, followed by his mother and sisters. 
Dr. ©. C. Fowler attempted to withdraw the 
knife but it wastoo firmly imbedded. Kven 
the united atpesie of two men 
could mot. pull it out. Armstrong was 
then sent in an ambulance to the 
City Hospital. Atthe hospital it was found 
that the knife had been driven between the 
internal and external plates of the skull and 
that the point had penetrated the dura- 
materofthe brain. Anattempt was made to 
extract the Knife, Dut without success. Oper- 
ating chisels were then brought out and the 
skull was chiseled along the entire course of 
the blade. Even thenit was with difficulty 
that the knife was withdrawn. The 
wound was then dressed and the 
patient put to bed. The chances 
for his recovery were slightly favorable to- 
day. Armstrong owes his life to his thick 
skull, Had the skull bone been thinner the 
knife would have taken a different course, 
through his brain. There is an impression 
still on his skull made by the hilt of the knife, 
showing the terrible force with which the 
weapon was driven into his head. Hesays 
the assault upon him was unprovoked. Car- 
ter, who was arrested last evening, isa tough 
looking and excitable negro. He claims that 
he acted in seif-defense. 


Victims of the Glorious Fourtb. 


Fred Bothe,a boy whofilled atincan full 
of powder yesterday and touched it off, bad 
his skull trephined at the City Hos- 
pital. The can struck him on 
the head and fractured his skull, 


The boy, whois only 14 years old, was given 
chloroform and the operation ‘performed. 
The little fellow says that he 
was not completely under the influence 
of the drug curing the operation. He could 
feel every blow oi the hammer as the doctors 
chiseled away the bone. He now has a hole 
in his head an inch square. He will probably 
recover. 

Henry Harris fractured his skuli tn ‘‘cele- 
brating’’ the Fourth, and also had to submit 
tothe operation of trephining at the City 
Hospital. How his head was hurt is not 
known. He says thata striking rouster hit 
him with astone,. He was drunk at the time, 

Alfred Chapman had his frontal bone frac- 
tured by the deadly oyster can, and a portion 
of it was removed at the hospital. 

There is asuperabundance of serious burns, 
cuts and bruises among hospital patients, 
all received in the celebrations. 


The Hospital Physicians Rushed. 


The physicians at the City Hospital did not 
enjoy the ‘‘glorious Fourth.’’ The three 
operating tables in the amphitheater have 
been occupied continually since last Friday 
by persons injured inthe celebration of In- 
dependence Day. Not one physician in the } 
institution has had more than tweive hours 
Sleep since last Friday andall now look as 
though they had been on an extended spree. 
They still have their hands full and new cases 
are coming in fast.

Pension Office Revelations—Washington 
News Notes. 


NEw YorK, July B. ond Washington special 
to the WoRLD says Judge Wheeler’s report of 
the Raum investigation, which is now practl+ 
cally completed and which will be submitted 
to the committee and given to the pres¢ 


in the course of a few days, is one of the most 
comprehensive and exhaustive documents 
ever emanating from a Congressional com- 
mittee.

Busy Scenes Witnessed To-Day at the 
Headquarters of the Candidates in the 
Laclede Hotel—An Explanation of 
Sam Priest’s Fight on Judge Thomas— 
Judge Madill’s Friends Work Hard— 
Political Matters. 


All day long the rotunda of the Laclede 
Hotel was swarming with representatives of 
the Missouri Democracy. They arrived from 
all quarters on the morning trains, and 
whether or not they desired accommodations 
atthe Laclede, they crowded the rotunda to 


meet other delegates and ascertain the situa-* 


tion. Onthe second floor there was nearly 
as much activity. The Hall, Burgess, 
Sherwood and MacFarlane headguarters 
were crowded and the candidates for the Su- 
preme Judgeships were kept exceedingly 
busy entertaining their visitors. Candidates 
for State offices for which nominations will 
be made onthe 19th inst., also had rooms, 
and they too were active in receiving 
visitors. 

Judge Hall was in his parlor as early as 7 
o’clock to receive the St. Joseph delegation, 
headed by State Committeeman Thomas 
F. Ryan, who is one of the most 
enthusiastic Hall men in the Northwest. Ex- 
Supreme yvudge E. H. Norton of Platte was 
also on hand and he waxed eloquent telling 
the visitors why Hall should be nominated. 
Kansas City also honored the young white- 
haired Judge of St. Joe. Adelegation headed 
by Senator Teasdale, T. T. Crittenden, Jr., 
and Frank Walsh made a call and assured 
him that everything looked serene, 
SHERWOOD’S HEADQUARTERS. 

Sherwood, assisted by his 
Adlel and Harry, received 
visitors in the ladies’ parlor. They 
were kept busy as there were 
many callers. There wasan army of railroad 
attorneys chaperoned by H. S&S. Priest, ex- 
Congressman M. L. Clardy and Col. W. H. 
Phelps at work down stairs, but they had no 
open communication with Judge Sherwood. 
They were working for him, however, and 
sent reports up every once in a while by 
trustworthy messengers. Probably the most 
outspoken railroad attorney of all 
was Col. Phelps. He said: ‘‘I am 
for Judge Sherwood because he is one of the 
ablest lawyers in the State and for no other 
reason. Hehas never strained a point to 
favor a railroad or any other corporation, 
but has always decided cases on their merits, 
with a strictadherence to legal principles.

The Wealthy Widow’s Action in Cutting 
Oft Slyvester and Bernard Pratte and 
Gervais and Frank Lee Robinson Not 
Upheld by the Court—Other Decisions

Judge Valliant this morning handed down a 
decision in . vase of Scudder vs. Pratte.

WHY MAMMOTHS FROZE, 


A Theory That the Siberian Plateau 
Heaved Up on Them. 


From the Portiand Oregonian. 


In his ok on ‘*'The Mammoth and the 
Flood,’’ Mr. Howorth advances a new theory 
with regard to the remains of mammotnhs 
and other large animals in the soll of Siberia. 
All over this great plain, wherever the ground 
is frozen hard, are found mammoths and 
other animals preserved very fresh, so that 
ce wanes and bears can feed upon their re- 
mains. 

These mammoths have been found from 
the eastern border Clear to the Obi River. 
They have been found under conditions 
which make it certain that they could not 
have lived unless the surroundings and cli- 
mate had, at the time they existed, been en- 
tirely different from the present conditions. 
The remains of the plants on which they fed 
are also found, and southern contemporary 
shells are discovered with the remains, 
pointing to climatic conditions which no 
longer exist. 

Mr. Howorth belleves that tnis plateau is 
one of the most recent features in the known 
physical geography of the world, and that its 
rapid elevation Caused the tremendous 
change of climate which has enabled the 
bodies of the great beasts to be preserved in- 
tact as we find them. He says that unless 
these animals had been frozen immediately 
after they died, and remained frozen to this 
day, they would certainly have decayed and 
ean sg ance A single Siberian summer sun 
would have destroyed them completely. It 
is known that further east the bones of great 
animals have been found 17,900 feet above the 
sea under conditions which Falconey de- 
clared to be absolutely incompatible with 
their mode of life.

RAILROAD ATTORNEYS OPENLY SEEKING 
TO CONTROL THE CONVENTION. 


Busy Scenes Witnessed To-Day at the 
Headquarters of the Candidates in the 
Laclede Hotel-An Explanation of 
Sam Priest’s Fight on Judge Thomas— 
Judge Madill’s Friends Work Hard— 
Political Matters. 


All day long the rotunda of the Laclede 
Hotel was swarming with representatives of 
the Missouri Democracy. They arrived from 
all quarters on the morning trains, and 
whether or not they desired accommodations 
atthe Laclede, they crowded the rotunda to 
meet other delegates and ascertain the situa-* 
tion. Onthe second floor there was nearly 
as much activity. The Hall, Burgess, 
Sherwood and MacFarlane headquarters 
were crowded and the candidates for the Su- 
preme Judgeships were kept exceedingly 
busy entertaining their visitors. Candidates 
for State offices for which nominations will 
be made onthe 19th inst., also had rooms, 
and they too were active in receiving 
visitors. 

Judge Hall was in his parlor as early as 7 
o’clock to receive the St. Joseph delegation, 
headed by State Committeeman Thomas 
F. Ryan, who is one of the most 
enthusiastic Hall men in the Northwest. Ex- 
Supreme vudge E. H. Norton of Platte was 
also on hand and he waxed eloquent telling 
the visitors why Hall should be nominated. 
Kansas City also honored the young white- 
haired Judge of St. Joe. Adelegation headed 
by Senator Teasdale, T. T. Crittenden, Jr., 
and Frank Walsh made a call and assured 
him that everything looked serene. 
SHERWOOD’S HEADQUARTERS. 

Sherwood, assisted by his 
Adiel Harry, received 
visitors. in .the parlor. They 
were kept there were 
many callers. There wasan army of railroad 
attorneys chaperoned by H. S&S. Priest, ex- 
Congressman M. L. Clardy and Col. W. H. 
Phelps at work down stairs, but they had no 
open communication with Judge Sherwood. 
They. were working for him, however, and 
sent reports up every once in a while by 
trustworthy messengers. Probably the most 
outspoken railroad attorney of all 
was Col. Phelps. He said: ‘I am 
for Judge Sherwood because he is one of the 
ablest lawyers in the State and for no other 
reason. Hehas never strained a point to 
favor a railroad or any other corporation, 
but has always decided cases on their merits, 
with a strict adherence to legal principles. 
He will, I am quite positive, 
receive enough votes to nominate him on the 
first ballot, 

PRIEST’S OPPOSITION TO THOMAS. 

Attorney Priest, from repofts circulated 
about the hotel, was rather impoiitic. While 
supporting Sherwood he never missed an op- 
portunity to give Judge Thomas a thrust. 

One of the best posted Democrats in the 
State heard of Priest’s fight on Thomas and 

id an interesting story in explaining it, and 
=e also save some history illustrating some 
He said: 
**Priest has had it in for Judge Thomas ever 
since he rendered his decision in the 
case of Gratiot vs. the Wabash Rallroaa, 
Priest was then the leading attorney of the 
Wabash and he was fighting the Gratiot case. 
It gotuptothe Supreme Court, and it fell 
to Judge Thomas to decide it. It wasa good 
case for Gratiot, well fortified by law and 
evidence, and Judge Thomas decided it ac- 
cordingly. Priest got red hot and not long aft- 
erwards Judge Thomas received a letter from 
a certain railroad counselor criticising the 
decision. This letter stated that the opinion 
was unprecedented. Judge Thomas has that 
letter now in bis possession.’’ 

Concerning the tactics of Priest to defeat 
Judge Thomas he said: ‘‘While Joe Russell 
of Mississippi County was up inChicagoasa 
delegate to the Democratic National 
Convention Priest sent word to Prosecut- 
ing Attorney Elliott of that county 
and gave him instructionsto put up a solid 
anti-Thomas delegation. The order was 
obeyed only in part. The Prosecuting Attor- 
ney could not keep Russell off the delegation. 
He was put on and his votecan be relied upon 
for Thomas, in fact, ne will nominate him. 
Another thing about this fight on Thomas. 
Ex-Congressman Mart Olardy, whois now a 
Missouri Pacific attorney was the strongest 
kind ofa Thomas man two years ago. He 
placed his name in nomination for Supreme 
Judge in the St. Joseph convention two years 
ago and applauded him highly.

The 
manager of the Burlington Competes 
in this convention will be Judge ; ° 
Spencer, the general attorney of the com- 
pany for Missourl. His headquarters are in 
St. Joseph. He gotto St. Louisto-day. He 
isatall, broad-shouldered man, about 4, 
with a closely clipped dark mustache, 
turning gray, with quiet manners, 
deliberate speech and personal magnetism 
that draws friends to him. He directs the 
work of all the local attorneys in the State, 
and when he sends them any where they 
don’t go by a freight train. He, Waller 
Young and D. D. Burnes, the son of the 
dead Congressman, J. N. Burnes, generally 
work handin hand. Judge Spencer was in- 
troduced to-day inaconvention group as 
‘fone ofthe men who hada picture of their 
tracks inthe SUNDAY Post-DISPATCH,’*’ and 
laughed. 

‘lI am entirely frank about my mis- 
sion here,’’ he said. ‘*We 
want Judge Madill and Hall on 
the Supreme bench because we think that 
they are two of the strongest men the State 
can have, and nobody can say a word to 
attack their purity.

Ex-Gov. Crittenden’s Passes. 


General Solicitor A. G. Cochran of the Mis- 
sour! Pacific Railway has published a reply 
to ex-Gov. T. T. Crittenden’s open letter to 
him, which was printed in the SUNDAY POosT- 
DISPATCH. In the letter, Mr. Crittenden 


warns Mr, Cochran that there is danger to 
the railway in the attempt to corrupt the 
people by the free use of railway passes 
which he charges the company with making, 
and advises him to stop interfering In 
State politics. Mr. Cochran retorts that till 
January last, Mr. Crittenden had an annual 
pass Over the Missouri PacifiC given him on 
his own request. At the beginning of this 
year, when he wrote to have it renewed, the 
request was refused. Mr. Cochran intimates 
that Mr. Crittenden’s motive in  writ- 
ing the open letter was revenge, 
and passes the letter over lightly, merely de- 
nying generally that his company has any 
judicial candidates.

MRS. PRATTE’S WILL| 


Judge Valliant. Decides That It Will. 
Not Hold in Law. 


THE PRATTE AND ROBINSON BOYS EN- 
TITLED TO PORTIONS. 


The Wealthy Widow’s Action in Cutting 
Off Slyvester and Bernard Pratte and 
Gervais and Frank Lee Robinson Not 
Upheld by the Court—Other Decisions 
—Circuit Court News. 


Judge Valliant this morning handed down a 
decision inthe case of Scudder vs. Pratte. 
This is ah action brought by the heirs of 
Louise Pratte, who died in this city in Octo- 
ber, 1890. ‘She lefta will in which all other 
heirs were provided for except Sylvester and 
Bernard Pratte, minor children of Sylvester 
Pratte, deceased, and P. Gervais Robinson, 
Jr., and Frank Lee Robinson, chil- 
dren of Lena Robinson, deceased. 
The court held that the above-men- 
tioned heirs were pretermittant heirs-at-law 
and although not mentioned in the will, that 
Sylvester and Bernard Pratte were each en- 
titled to one twelfth part. of the estate and 
that P. Gervias and Frank Lee Robinson 
were each entitled to one thirty-sixth part of 
the estate. 

The decision further held that other ques- 
tions relative to settlements made on other 
heirs had best be determined when the estate 
is closed up at the expiration of two years 
after letters of administration were taken 
out. 

The estate is composed of one-seventh in- 
terest in the property located at the south- 
east corner of Fifth and Olive streets and 
considerable other valuable real estate, 
consisting of one-thira interest in his bDusi- 
ness.and lots situated at Nos. 2and 3221 North 
Main street, and about ninety acres of land 
located in Iron County, Missouri. ’

WHY MAMMOTHS FROZE, 


A Theory That the Siberian Plateau 
Heaved Up on Them. 
From the Portland Oregonian. 


In his pook on ‘*The Mammoth and the 
Flood,’’ Mr. Howorth advances a new theory 
with regard to the remains of mammotns 
and other large anhmals in the soll of Siberia. 
All over this great plain, wherever the ground 
is frozen hard, are found mammoths and 
other animals preserved very fresh, sothat 
the wolves and bears can feed upon their re- 
mains. 

These mammoths have been found from 
the eastern border clear to the Obi River. 
They have _ been found under conditions 
which make it certain that they could not 
have lived unless the surroundings and cli- 
mate had, at the time they existed, been en- 
tirely different from the present conditions. 
The remains of the plants on which they fed 
are also found, and southern contemporary 
shells are discovered with the remains, 
pointing to climatic’ conditions which no 
longer exist. 

Mr. Howorth believes that tnis plateau ts 
one of the most recent features in the known 
physical geography of the world, and that its 
rapid elevation caused the tremendous 
change of climate which has enabled the 
bodies of the great beasts to be preserved in- 
tact as we find them. He says that unless 
these animals had been frozen immediately 
after they died, and remained frozen to this 
day, they would certainly have decayed and 
disappeared. A single Siberian summer sun 
would have destroyed them completely. It 
is known that further east the bones of great 
animals have been found 17,000 feet above the 
sea under conditions which Falconey de- 
clared to be absolutely incompatible with 
their mode of life.

SUPREME COURT R. R. RECORDS. 

The Post-DIsPATCH has carefully and la- 
boriously examined the Missouri Reports, 
covering Judge SHERWOOD’s nineteen 
years on the bench of our Supreme Court, 
to ascertain what he had done to make 
him the favorite candidate of the political 
combine of railroad attorneys or to make 
them so offensively active and perniciously 
powerful in packing delegations to secure 
his nomination. 

We wanted to find out what return, if 
any, he had made to the railroads for the 
very efficient and costly support they have 
always given him as a candidate for 
judicial honors, and what little light the 
record throws on the question is herein 
fairly set forth. 

The Reports examined, from Vol. 51 to 
Vol. 105, both included, cover the period 
from January ,1873, to the April term, 1891, 
and contain reports of 717 railroad cases, 
of which 613 were appealed by the railroads 
and only 104 by the other side. 

The first thing we discovered was that 
Judge SHERWOOD had participated in the 
decision of only 663 of these 
cases, and had written the opin- 
ions in but fifty-two of them, when 
his fair proportion would have been 143, 
or nearly three times as many as he wrote. 
From this it follows that only his col- 
leagues on the bench can know the full ex- 
tent of the services he may have rendered, 
if any, in molding the decisions of the 
court to suit the railroads. 

Of the 663 cases in the decision of which 
Judge SHERWOOD participated, 385 were 
decided in favor of the railroads and 332 in 
favor of the people. 

Judge SHERWOOD wrote opinions in 
52 of these cases, 32 of which he decided 
in favor of the roads and 20 in favor of the 
people. 

Of the cases in which he participated, 
but did not write the opinions, he con- 
curred in 323 in favor of the roads, and in 
271 in favor of the people. 

Judge SHERWOOD dissented in 19 cases 


| decided for the people and in only 2 cases 


decided for the roads. 

In but 17 of the cases decided for the peo- 
ple did any of the five judges except SHER- 
woop dissent, and there were dissents on 
the part of the other four in 26 cases de- 
cided for the roads. 
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SHERWOOD dissented ten times for thd 
roads where he dissented once for the péo- 
ple; all the other judges, Hmwry and 
HouGH excepted, dissented about three 
times in favor of the people where they 
dissented once in favor of the roads. 

The record shows six cases in which 
Judge SHERWOOD could have changed the 
result, and four of these were decided by 
his casting vote in favor of the roads and 
two in favor of the people.

Language of this kind used by one Judge to 
another is fatal to harmony in the Court, 
lowers its character, lessens respect for it 
and necessarily works material harm to it as 
a high judicialtribunal. Judge Sherwood’s 
languaye was so used notwithstanding he 
knew that the division from which the case 
came to the Court tn banc was equally 
divided and that the case at the optionof one 
of the parties hecessarily went to the Court in 
banc, Judge Sherwood camplains grievously 
in his opinion of the expense and delay 
arising from dissents, which send causes to 
courtin banc. But what has been his own 
record inthis reward, particularly in rail- 
road cases.

Rep., 983; Redenour vs. Railroad, 102 Mo., 270. 

In all the foregoing cases Judge Sherwood 
dissented in favor of the railroads, and in 
none of the cases was his dissent sustained 
by the Court in banc. His dissents are almost 
wholly confined to railroad cases; he has 
never been known since the division of the 
court to dissent against a railroad’s side of 
the case and it is a fact of common knowledge 
that it is now difficult to obtain a 
final decision against a railroad litigant in 
Division No. 1, of whichhe is a member, 
because it isa common practice with him to 
dissent, and this single dissent is sufficient to 
transferthe cause to court in banc, This 
operates inthe interest of the railroads in 
two ways—(i) it occasions delay, and (2) it 
gives the rallroadsa second ghanceto gain 
their cases, We have given above only a 
partial list of. the railroad cases Judge Sher- 
wood has thus caused to be sent tocourt in 
banc, because the decisions in Division No. 1 
are not all reported,. and it is a mat- 
ter of some difficulty to ascertain 
just the full number of such cases. 
It is estimated by persons familiar with the 
facts that since the adoption of the amend- 
ment creating the two divisions of the court 
he has dissented from the opinion in fifteen 
or twenty railroad cases. His dissents in 
other than railroad cases are few. He isthe 
special guardian of the railroad interests on 
the bench. The rajlroads and their attorneys 
understand and appreciate this and hence 
are practically unanimous for his renomina- 
tion, Ifre-elected he will be under greater 
obligations than ever to the railroads and 
their attorneys and no litigant against a rail- 
road need hope or expect to win his case in 
the Supreme Court exceptincourt in banc 
and in spite of Judge Sherwood’s dissent.

The Niedringhaus Plant Destroyed b 
Fire This Morning. | 


TWO HUNDRED MEN AND BOYS THROWN 
OUT OF EMPLOYMENT. 


The Works Will Be Immediately Rebuilt— 
A Vat of Palm Oil Boiling Over Causes 
the Oonfiagration—The Building a 
Complete Wreck—Mr. Niedringhaus 
Estimatss the Lose at $14,000, | 


The tinning house of the Americantin plate 
department of the St. Louis Stamping Co.’s 
rolling mills on Angelrodt, Destrelian, Sec. 
ond and Hall streets, wentup in smoke and 
flame at 3 o’clock this morning, and has en- 
tailed a loss of about $14,000 to Its owners. 
This is the tin plant of the Niedringhaus 


McKinley bill for American tin plate, 

The building which was almost completely 
destroyed was a one-story corrugated iron 
structure 250 feet long by 60 feet wide, One 
end of it faces on Destreban street, about 


the same side. From Destrehan street the 
house extends south throughb:the yards half 
way to Angelrodt street. In this house the 
tin coating was put on the Sheetsof black 
steel. There were in the structure a 
number of huge kettles filled 


mersed in the tin. 


heated. There were also in the plant a num- 
ber of rolling machines through which the 
plates were passed, According to the esti- 
mate of Mr. Tom Niedringhaus and his 
uncle, Mr. William F. Niedringhaus, 200 men 
and boys are employed here daily in the tin- 
ning process, 
THE ORIGIN OF THE FIRE. 

At 2:50 a.m. two workmen were getting 
everything in readiness for to-day, after the 
double holiday, when one of the vats of palm 
oll boiled over and set fireto the framework 
ofthe house, The men escaped and raised a 
hue andcry. The firstalarm was turned in 
promptly at 2:55 a. m., and the .second 
at 8:6 a. m. The Fire Department 
responded with remarkable celérity, in 
spite of yesterday’s turmoil and labor. 
Chief Lindsay and assistants Gross and Barry 
were on the ground and directed the work of 
the men. The fire quickly spread throughout 
the interior of the house, because everything 
was open and the woodwork ignited rapidly. 
Then the iron clad shell became red hot. The 
sheets of corrugated iron curled and warped 
under the very hightemperature. The throng 
of people who ran from every direction to see 
the fire were kept effectually at bay by the 
heat from the terrible radiator. Sser- 
geant Jack Shore and aé “(force of 
police were on hand and were aided very 
much In Keeping back the crowd by the heat, 

The firemen poured volames of water upon 
the structure, and clouds of steam ascended 
where tite water fell. The vats, filled with 
palm oil, were frequently reached by the 
water anil each time the air was.rent by the 
concussions which followed. The oil sput- 
tered ang flew itnevery direction. The recur- 
rence of these explosions led the fire- 
men to be careful, but did not 
diminish their zeal. Inside the burn- 
ing house were three or four bottles 
of muriatic acid, and on the east side of the 
Duilding were twenty or thirty more bottles 
of the same fluid, but no damage resulted 
from them. 

THE FIRE CONFINED. 

The skill and energy of the firemen, com- 
bined with the iron-clad exterior, confined 
the flames tothe tin house, although all of 
North St. Louls was grandly illuminated for 
several hours and the entire plant appeared 
to be doomeds Even the little office thirty 
feet from the tin house was not touched by 
the flames because the firemen poured 
showers of water over it. The rolling 
mill was fifty feet on the west 
side of the burnin pone? ine it also escaped. 
At7o’clock the flames Were totally extin- 
eps the entire north half of the bulid- 

x was destroyed and the southern part was 
a blackened piece of fron. : 
Mr. Thomas K. Niedringhaus, estimating 
the damages said: ‘‘The building cost about 
5,000 when it was erected last year, 
and it has been damaged to the 
extent of $4,000. The interlor was damaged 
about $10,000, but 1 do not Know how seriously 
the machinery isinjured, Iftherolling ma- 
chines are completely rutned the damages 
will be greater. We will begin at once to get 
the place in readiness for the renewal of 
work. Ido not believe that the entire loss is 
covered by insurance, but I have not yet ex- 
amined the papers.’’

A one-story frame building at 4055 Lee av- 
enue, owned and occupied by Wm. Young, 
was partially destroyed by fire between 1 and 
20’clock this morning. Mr. Young had a 
shoe store inthefront part of the building 
and resided in the rear portion.

$100. All losses are covered by insurence.

James B. Weaver was born in Dayton, O. 
June 12, 1883. He gradgated at the law school 
of the Ohio University, which was 
that period located in Cincinnati! 

Shortly afterward he removed to Iowa 
and was practicing his profession in that 
State when the war broke out. He was one 
of the first to respond to President Lincoln’s 
cali for volunteers andin April 1861 enlisted 
asa privatein the Second Iowa Infantry, 
wes elected Lieutenant and rose to be Major 
on Oct. 8, 1861. Afterthe senior officers had 
fallen at Corinth he was commissionedVColonel 
Oct. 12, 13862. He was brevetted Brig- 
adier-General on March 13, 1865, for gallantry 
in service. After the war he returned 
to his adopted State and resumed legal prac-

tice, was elected District Attorney of the 
District of lowa in 
5 ge Assessor of In-

State In 1867, servingfor six years. He be- 
came editor of the Jbwa Tribune, published at 
Des Moines, and was elected to Oongress, 
taking his seat March 18, 1879. In June, 
i880, he was nominated for the /Presi- 
dency by the convention of the National 
Greenback Labor party, and in the November 
election he received 307,740 votes. He was 
returned to Congress after an interval of 
three years by the votes of the Greenback 
Labor and Democratic parties, taking his 
seat wec. 7, 1885, and in 1886 was re-elected.

How the Scheme Was Arrangead—An Air- 


Tight Cinch for the Magnates—The | 


Players’ Helpless Position—Tim Mur- 
mane Sides With the: Magnates— 
Bicycle Races at Springfield. 


At the recent meeting of the National 
League magnates in Parlor F of the Fifth Av- 
enue Hotel, New York, several things were 
done which were not intended to reach the 
outside world, but the most important trans- 
action of the secret meeting has come to 
light, The reserve rule, national agreement 
and any of the other plans which the ingenu- 
ity of the Presidents have at times devised to 
better their end of the bargain with the play- 
ers were surpassed by the adoption of a co- 
operative scheme for a_i reduction in 
the income of all high salaried 
players. The plan is in the form of an agree- 
ment in writing, signed by every club in the 
League, and is now blissfully reposing in the . 
desk of President Young at Washington. 

The planisas simple as it is efficacious. | 
Whenever a club wants to reduce a player’s | 
Salary it notifies President Young. He in / 
turn conveys the information to _ all 
the other clubs in the agreement. | 
Then Mr. Goodplayer is called up and 
informed that owing to falling off | 
in attendance and numerous etceteras, a 
reductionin his salary is inevitable. The 
ratie per agreement is 20 per cent. Needless 
to say a big kick is registered. The high- 
salaried twirler or star fielder says that he 
will never work for a cent lessand says half 
the clubs in the League are yearning to 
double his salary. The star is really in earn- 
est and his release does not frighten him. 
He accepts it gladly only to find out that it is 
dead-sea fruit. Nootherclub will have him 
atany price and he must go back to his old 
club at a 20 per cent reduction in wages if he 
wishes to play in the National League. 

such a cold-blooded antl deliberate scheme 
to grind down the players can have only one 
effect, the dissolution of the twelve club 
league. Anyone with ordinary foresight can 
see that, but thatthe magnates are bent on 
putting this little scheme in practical opera- 
tion is evidenced by the events ofthe past 
few days. 

Sunday night President John T. Brush and 
Treasurer W. Ashley Lioyd met Capt. 
Comiskey and other members of the Cin- 
cinnati Club itn the parlors of the Gibson 
House. President Brush addressed the club 
individually and collectively, and told them 
just exactly what was going to happen them. 

The amount of the cut was not officially an- 
nounced, butit is said that 20 percent is 
about the size of it. McPhee, who receives 
$4,000 per season, will be cut $800; Latham, 
who receives $3,500, will lose $700, and 
Comiskey, who receives the swell sum of 

7,500, or over $1,000 a month, will be 

The Cincinnati Club’s salary 
list will likely be cut from $52.000 perannum 
down to $42,000.
